LONDON, December 10.—Tennyson has been 
created a Baron. 

Tennyson was born in 1809. In 1850 he succeed- 
ed Wordsworth as poet laureate, ana is adjudged 
by the critical world to be the greatest of all the 
bards who have successively filled the position of 


poet laureater. The attainment of popularity 
and reputation by Mr. Tennyson war not insian- 
Laueous, asin the case of Byron. His ascent of 
the Olympian heights was slow, but his fame is 
now universal andenduring. His first effusions 
were coldly received. Mr, Tennyson’s longer po- 
ems contain a number of masterpieces. is 
“Princess” has a high rank; but.‘In Memoriam” 
is regarded by many critics as his masterpiece.

CAIRO, December 10.—Meagre details of the 
fight near Suakim, on the 5th, show that 650 
Egyptian troops were slaughtered, Mahmoud 
Tapes Pasha, hearing that several bodies of the 
hill men were hovering about the town, sent out 
500 black troops and 200 Bashi-Bazouks against 
them. After marching three hours from Suakim 
the detachment was attacked by several thousand 
of the rebels. Tne Egyptians formed a hoilow 
square, on tliree sides of which the black troops 
were stationed, and on the fourth the Bashi- 
Bazouks. The latter soon fell back, breaking the 
square and causing the greatest confusion. The 
blacks fought back to back, often with clubbed 
muskets. They were nearly all massacred. It is 
thought that not more than mfty out of the 700 
troops have escaped

Success of “Siberia” at the Olymp- 
ic Theater,

The “Black Crook” at Pope’s—Oliver Doud 
Byron—John W. Ransohe—The Fiorences’

The new attractions opened well last evening at 
all the theaters, while Lytton Sothern closed his 
first engagement here at the Grand Opera House 
to the best house he has drawn thus far, which is 
most encouraging for the future and rather 
against precedent.

Bartley Campbell achieved fame and distinction 
at a bound, and after years and years of sicken- 
Ing and disheartening failure wbich not only told 


on him but went deep into the pockets of sundry 
managers. His imperishable falth in himself at 
last Carried himthrough and his simultaneous 
success of ‘The Galley Slave” and “My Partner” 
placed him at the head of the popular 
class of American dramatists, Several 
successes and nota few failures have followed 
this episode, for Campbell, alshough be builds 
well when he builds carefully, is too prone to 
dash through his labor and while in point of dia- 
loxue, plot and character there are few plays 
equal to “Fairfax” and few worse than some of 
the plays he had .written to order in the rash of 
business which followed his first prizeson the 
wheel of fortune, 

In “Siberia,” which was presented at the Olym- 
pic last night to a hbouse crowded in the upper 
parts and densely filling the body of the lower 
part of the auditorium, the very best peculiarities 
of Mr, Campbell’s work are manifest. He has 
taken very great care in preparing this spectacle, 
which is in the point of plot and action 
absolutely interesting, aud in this 
respect is superior to any of the spectacles which 
have been produced here of late years unless it 
be “Strogoff.”” I have always considered Nery 4 
bell a master of dialogue, and in this respect he is 
ahead of Byron and other English playwrights 
who are similar in their branches of work. Bron- 
son Howard is the only American dramatist who 
can equai him, and in humor Campbell ts broader 
and more comprehensive. “Siberia” is full of 
movement and is intensely dramatic In its detalis. 
It is founded on the struggles and conspiracies of 
the Nibilists against the autocracy of Russia, and 
their persecutions and sufferings in exile 1n the 
prison land of Siberia. The second act, which ts 
& mere continuation of the first, ends with 
a most effective tableau, ‘ represent- 
ing the massacre of the Jews in Moscow. 
It was an ambitious und dangerous attempt and 
creut care Was demonstrated in its preparation. 
The setisavery beautiful one. representing a 
market place in Moscow, with a view of the city 
in the distance. Itis exquisitely designed and 
full of character and natural subdued tone. The 
subsequent scenes represent the Governor’s Pal- 
ace, a very elaborate and handsome interior, with 
a back flat which is remarkable in its perspeciive, 
the court yardtothe Palace of Justice ending 
with a splendid picture of the departure of the 
©xiles for Siberia, the mines of Siberia, and the 
harvor of Odessa,in which the climax and denoue- 
ment are reached. It is impossible to describe 
the movement and action of “Siberia,” for it is 
full of inecideuts from beginning to 
end, and the audience last night 
was interested, not to say absorbed, to the very 
close. The only break, and it was an ill-advised 
and injudicious one, was the Introduction of a 
cornet duet in an important scene, It would have 
been as sensible to have brought in a trapeze act, 
au Irish specialty, or serio-comic song. Apart 
from the interruption of the thread of the story, 
Miss Alice Colman and Charles Petit deserve very 
high praise for some Nhayasome aud remarkable 
work on their instruments. 

I have seidom seeu more artistic work displayed 
in the scenes, 1p the costumes, and in the group- 
ings in Siberia. The opportunities for pictur- 
esque stage dressing are ample, and there are but 
few suggestions of tawdriness or over-coloring, 
and the effect is all the more natural and impress- 
ive. The drilling of the supernumeraries lias been 
careful and complete, and situations which would, 
under other circumstances, become ridiculous, 
are made striking and lmpressive, 

The company presenting “S:beria” is a remark- 
ably good one, and in ics principles is strong and 
capabie. Atkins Lawrence made a very hand- 
some figure as Nicolai, the young Nihilist, and 
acted with great spirit. Hardie Vernon’s [ram 
was excellent, but bis bair was too artistically 
b.inged. Chas, Abbott formed his estimate of the 
rufianiy young libertine, Garacoff, upon the 
heroes of the old volunieer fire aepartment, and 
it Wili Stand tearing down. The latter remark 
applies to Chas. Walte’s Sparta, which is 
good, but rather too loua. An excellent piece of 
comedy is M.C. Daly’s Michael, and Vining Wooa 
did weil as David. The feminine part of the 
cast was particularly strong. Miss Adeie Bel- 
garde made an interesting and handsome Sara, 
and demonstrated much foree in her stfong 
seenes. A fine success was the Marie of Emina 
Vaders, whose mad scene Wasa most powertul 
piece of work, and was roundly apviauded.

THE PEOPLE’S FORUM. 


Where the Readers of the Post-Dispatch 
t a Hearing. 
ST. Louis, December 7, 1883. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I was glad to see an expression from you three 
days ago in answer toa lady correspondent, con- 
demnatory of the copyright law as it now stands 
on the statutes. For this much I thank you, but 
at the sacrifice of your valuable space I beg that 
you wiil allow me to add a few words, chiefly my 
experience with this base relic of an iniquitous 
legislation. In the last three years I have written 
and published, through the Historical Pubiishing 
Company of this ¢ity,four subscription books, 
three of which have been pirated, and the last 
one, my work on Russia and Siberia, no doubt 
will be very soon. My most successful work, 
“Heroes of the Plains,” bas been, tofringed by no 
less than six different publisners in various cities 
of the Union, and, I may say, in this wise I bave 
been defrauded of several thousand dollars. Now, 
what remedy have lat law? One oi the require- 
ments of the coyright law is that a copy of the 
book for which a copyright sball be applied for 
must be mailed to the Librarian of Congress 
within ten days after its publication. Nearly 
any intelligent person would construe this to 
inean withiu a reasonable time from the first day 
of publication; but the Supreme Court, apparent- 
ly to more thoroughly confirm the insufficiency of 
the law asa protective measure, lu a case de- 
cided this year, literally and rigidly declare that 
if it cannot be conclusively shown thata copy of 
the book in controversy was muiled to the Libra- 
rian In Congress within the prescribed time—ten 
days—the copyright is void. The law eannot com- 
pela Man to ao an impussibility, but it often be- 
comes a serious matter to prove what is an im- 
possibility. The first eaition of a book micht be 
bound beiore a copy was transmitted: a copy may 
be mailed in due time and yet be lost in trans- 
mission, 4S Was One of my Own. There is no pro- 
vision made for any exigency, accident or over-

The other letter read: 

“My DEAR WIFE:--I saw Mr. Bumm, and he 
refused (o assist me, even though I told him 
it was a matter of life and death. May 
God in his mercy belp you. You were a good 
wife to me. Good bye. Your husband.” 

“[Signed) RICHARD WILDEY.”’

PEC K vs. CHOUTERAU. 


A Special Jury Try the Famous Malicious 
Prosecution Case. 

A special jury was impaneled in court room No. 
4this morning to try the damage case of Charles 
Hi. Peck vs. Charlies P. Chouteau, Joseph H. Liv- 
ingston and John M. Glover. The suit is for $50,- 


000 dumages for malicious prosecution, and grows 
out of the old Windsor Hotel litigation. The 
plaintiff claims that on July 1, 1882, the defend- 
ants, by false statements and. replesentations 
made by the defendant Juseph H, Livingston, at 
the instance and request of the otber two defend- 
ants, procured his indictment upon a charge of 
fraudulent conspiracy with Bernard En- 
elke and Edward P. Barrett to defraud 
Irs.

The petition further states that the defendant, 
Charies P, Chouteuu, Was amember of the Granda 
Jury which returned the indictment. On Decem- 
ber 21, 1882, the plaintiff! was acquitted. For a 
second cause of action the plaintiff states that 
on December 22, 1882, after the proceedings in the 
Crimina! Court had falien through, the defendant, 
John M. Glover, at the instance of Mr. Chouteau, 
made av affidavit, charging bim with conspiracy 
to defend Mr. Livingston, and compelled the 
plaintiff to appear before the Court of Criminal 
Correction for three days, and he values the time 
which he thus lost from his regular business at 
the sum-of $25 per day. Atterwards, ou January 
15, 1883, the defendants are alleged to have pro- 
cured the plaintifi’s arrest and compelled his at- 
tendance at the three C.’s for nine days; his time 
he estimates to be worth $25 per day.

erat aud Bumbers of others WRO were against me

Proselytes of this kind are very peculiar ones. 
They cannot, or, at least, uever do admit having 
beeu in the wrong. They ingariably have known 
all along how matters would turn out; they uever 
made aby Mistake fregardiug it, aud only 
took the Views they § did to avoid 
cou fliction. The fact 18 that the League 
and Association organs were rabid op 
this reserve rule business, aod of what good it 
bas been would be hard totell. We are furnished 
the edifying spectacle Of tue clubs that have iost 
the respect of and haviug anlagonized the men, 
having to pay an enermous advance and in- 
crease iD Saiaries; of seeing such excellent clubs 
as the Clevelands brought to the verge of disrup- 
L104 for the simple reason that they are gdevarred 
from filling the places of men seceding from 
them to accept offices from the new Union Asso- 
cla. ion. It bas been a bad or serious mistake al! 
through, and bas beeu the means of allowing cer-

Something About the Company that Pro- 
poses to Do Away With Gas. 

There is now pending before the Maunictpat 
Assembly a bill granting to a stock company the 
right to lay wiresin the city for supplying the 
general public with electric light as a substitute 
for gas. Among the incorporators are Charles 
P. Chouteau, Pierre Chouteau, C. C, Maffit and 
Jobn N. Bofinger, In an article in the Post-Di1s- 
PATCH of Thursday last attention was called to 
the great danger to be apprehended from string- 


ing endless electric wires over the tops of houses 
—dangers from fires, and dangers 
from personal contact with the same. 
The bill as originally drafted gave the right to 
string wires over or lay under and through the 
streets. Already in committee such strong ob- 
jections bave been raised to the Posane ns over 

clause that the incorporators have stricken it out. 
They now only ask the right to “maintain and 
operate electric wires under the streets.” An- 
other great objection offered to the original ‘bill 
was that it proposed to pay the city for its privi- 
lege only the sum of two cents per tineal foot. 

This clause has now been changed so as to read 
Lwo cents a foot annually. The bill does not ask 
an exclusive right to lay wires. 

In conversation with a Post-DIsPATCH re- 
porter to-day one of the incorporators made ex- 
planations of the work of “go ge compaby 
which are of public interest. he electric light, 
as known to St. Louis, isthe Are light or open 
air light. The new company wil’ be called the 
St. Louis Edison Incandescent Light Company. 
The incandescent ligh, is an entirely different 
light from the Are. It is a small, mild 
house light, for actual use in residences and places 
of business. It is used in small chande- 
liers or eleciroliers. in brackets, ‘student 
lamps, or in just as multitarious and reduced a 
form as ordiuary house gas. It turns on witha 
stop-cock into an air-tight pear-shaped glass tube 
in which is a bamboo burner calculated to last 
three months. When the glass breaks the light 
coes out, and generaily the power used is such as 
hardly to shock a person perceptibly if be should 
touch the wire. The incandescent light is used in 
almost every city excert St. Louis. Haverly’s 
Theater, Marshall Field’s store and many resi- 
denees in Chicago are thus lighted, each house 
baving an isolated plant. Thousands of such 
lights are used in New York city, notably the 
Herald, Times and Sun buildings. The wires 
used are copper, and wherearegular company 
furnishes power, as in New York, and as is pro- 
posed here, they are laidin the ground under the 
curb or street gutter. The wires are surrounded 
by a wood tar (Edison’s pavent), and this by an 
ordinary wrought iron gas pipe, the whole caicu- 
lated to last a iife time, and to need no repairs at
